Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year 

1961. 


To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Stocksbridge  Urban  District  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Health  Services  of  the  Stocksbridge  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1961.  As  in  previous  years  I  am 
including  in  my  report  some  statistical  information  indicating 
the  extent  to  which  the  Part  III  services  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  have  been  used  during  the  year. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  1961  are  very  satisfactory.  The 
Birth  Rate  remains  fairly  constant  over  the  years,  there  only 
being  a  decimal  point  of  difference  from  year  to  year.  In  1961 
the  rate  was  0.1  down  on  the  1960  rate,  and  at  17.2  per  1,000  of 
the  population  it  equals  that  for  the  West  Riding  Administra¬ 
tive  County,  and  is  two  decimal  points  less  than  for  the  rest  of 
the  Country.  The  corrected  Birth  Rate,  after  application  of  the 
comparability  factor  is  16.8. 

The  crude  Death  Rate  has  fallen  and  is  the  lowest  we 
have  had  since  1957.  At  9.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  it 
compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the  We,st  Riding 
Administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales.  After 
application  of  the  comparibility  factor  the  corrected  Death 
Rate  is  12.3. 

The  Still-birth  Rate  is  less  than  half  it  was  in  1960  and 
has  returned  to  a  figure  which  approximated  to  a  few  years 
preceding  1960.  The  rate  is  half  that  for  the  West  Riding 
Administrative  County  and  compares  very  favourably  with 
that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country.  Much  emphasis-  is -placed 
today  on  ante-natal  care  and  generally  speaking  the  expectant 
Mother  is  taking  advantage  of  all  the  opportunities  there  are 
for  regular  examination  and  regular  discussions  with  Health 
Visitors  and  Midwive,s.  One  would  expect  the  Still-Birth  Rate 
to  remain  reasonably  constant  if  it  did  not  show  a  gradual 
decline.  I  feel  that  investigations  which  are  continually  being 
pursued  must  in  time  provide  some  factor  which  might 
account  for  the  number  of  still-births  that  we  do  get  in  the 
Country. 
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The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  slightly  compared 
with  1960,  and  this  is  very  good  so  far  as  it  goes.  I  would  like 
to  see  it  lower.  Although  the  rate  for  1961  was  less  than  that 
for  1960  there  were  the  same  number  of  deaths,  viz.  three, 
two  of  them  which  could  not  be  classified  as  preventable  but 
the  other,  where  the  child  acquired  an  infection  of  the 
respiratory  system,  must  be  labelled  as  a  preventable  death. 
One  of  the  infants  who  died  from  premature  birth  died  within 
the  first  week  of  life,  whilst  one  with  congenital  malforma¬ 
tions  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  3  months.  The  child  who 
died  from  Pneumonia  had  not  reached  the  age  of  4  weeks. 

On  considering  the  principal  causes  of  death  one  again 
notices  that  the  largest  number,  38.6%,  were  due  to  diseases 
of  the  Circulatory  System,  including  Coronary  Disease.  The 
next  highest  group  were  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Nervous 
System,  particularly  vascular  lesions  ;  there  were  19  deaths 
in  this  group.  Malignant  Disease  was  responsible  for  15 
deaths,  and  in  1961  there  were  no  Lung  Cancer  deaths.  There 
were  two  deaths  as  a  result  of  accidents  during  the  year,  one 
a  boy  who  was  fatally  injured  when  he  collided  with  a  Motor 
Van  whilst  riding  his  Cycle.  The  other  death  was  a  home 
accident,  when  a  teenage  girl  who  was  an  Epileptic  was 
smothered  whilst  sleeping  and  presumably  had  an  Epileptic 
Fit  during  the  night. 

I  feel  I  ought  to  offer  my  grateful  thanks  at  this  stage  to 
the  Home  Safety  Committee  in  Stocksbridge,  who  are  very 
active  and  are  continually  issuing  propaganda  material  and 
putting  on  show  all  the  many  posters  and  exhibitions  that  are 
available  from  time  to  time.  This  Committee  is  doing  very 
good  work  and  the  people  in  Stocksbridge  are  now  becoming 
aware  of  this  Committee  and  its  work  and  the  reactions  in  the 
homes  to  what  people  see  and  hear  is  having  an  effect.  I  am 
informed  by  my  fieldworkers  that  the  people  are  becoming 
more  conscious  of  the  dangers  in  the  home  and  desire  to  get 
rid  of  accident  hazards. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  picture  shows  a  marked  change 
from  that  for  1960,  in  that  there  were  279  notifications 
compared  with  21  for  the  previous  year.  277  notifications  were 
Measles,  leaving  only  two  other  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  for 
the  year  under  review  ;  one  was  a  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
and  the  other  a  case  of  Encephalitis.  Notwithstanding  the  high 
incidence  of  Measles  during  the  year  one  can  say  that  the 
Infectious  Diseases  incidence  in  Stocksbridge  during  the  year 
was  very  satisfactory. 
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Mr.  Robinson,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  has\  prepared 
that  part  of  the  report  which  deals  with  Sanitary  Circum¬ 
stances.  The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Sheffield 
Corporation  and  its  origin  is  moorland  supply  water  gathered 
into  Langsett  Reservoir.  Of  the  total  number  of  3,826  dwelling 
houses  in  the  district,  3,746  receive  a  water  supply  from  a 
public  main.  There  are  80  houses  who  do  not  receive  a  pipe 
supply  but  are  served  from  private  supplies  which,  according 
to  the  year’s  records,  gave  no  trouble  either  qualitatively  or 
quantitatively.  A  total  of  3,746  houses  are  connected  to  a  main 
sewer  and  the  80  not  so  connected  have,  in  10  instances,  a 
satisfactory  form  of  private  sewage  disposal,  principally  to 
Septic  Tanks,  whilst  the  remaining  70  are  principally  Privies 
or  Cesspools.  It  was  hoped  that  during  1961  the  extensions  lo 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Deepcar  and  to  the  relaying  of 
certain  sewer  lengths  in  the  township  would  be  under  way 
very  early.  Unfortunately  this  was  not  so,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  we  were  still  awaiting  commencement  of  work.  1 
must  add  here  that  there  is  a  degree  of  urgency  about  the 
matter  now  and  we  hope  that  there  will  be  no  further  delays 
and  that  1962  will  see  the  work  completed. 

I  would  like  to  conclude  this  short  preamble  to  my  report 
by  once  again  offering  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  my  grateful  thanks  for  their  continued 
support ;  similarly  to  the  Clerk  and  the  other  staff  of  the 
Council  I  would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  for  continued  help, 
advice  and  co-operation.  I  must  put  on  record  my  grateful 
thanks  to  Mr.  Robinson  and  his  staff  for  maintaining  a  high 
standard  of  efficiency  in  the  Health  Department,  and  for 
their  kind  help  to  me  on  numerous  occasions. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  my  colleague,  Dr.  J.  J.  Smith, 
for  her  continued  support  and  advice  until  she  left  the  service 
at  the  end  of  September.  We  wish  her  well  in  her  retirement. 
Dr.  F.  C.  Armstrong,  who  had  been  an  Assistant  in  the 
Department  for  two  years,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr. 
Smith,  and  I  am  gratful  to  him  for  his  obvious  enthusiasm 
and  desire  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  efficiency.

During  the  year  there  were  2  still-births,  1  male  and  1 
female.  There  were  no  illegitimate  still-birth, s. 

Deaths. 

106  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district  during  1961,  60 
male  and  46  female.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

For  the  second  year  running  the  district  was  free  from 
Scarlet  Fever.  Over  a  number  of  years  this  disease  has  ceased 
to  be  the  serious  clinical  and  epidemiological  problem  it  used 
to  be.  The  cases  reported  suffer  only  mild  illness,  and  those 
patients  admitted  to  Hospital  are  sent  because  facilities  are 
not  available  for  nursing  them  at  their  own  homes. 

Measles. 

During  the  year  277  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  the 
district.  This  confirmed  the  prediction  I  made  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1960,  that  we  could  expect  a  significant 
incidence  of  Measles  during  1961.  The  first  cases  were  notified 
early  in  February,  and  by  the  end  of  the  quarter  215  cases 
had  been  reported  to  me.  The  attack  subsided  during  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year,  when  60  cases  were  reported,  the 
remaining  2  cases  occurring  in  the  third  quarter. 

The  outbreak  commenced  in  Stocksbridge  and  by  mid 
March  had  spread  to  Deepcar.  During  May  and  June  a  few 
isolated  cases  were  still  being  notified  from  these  areas,  but 
the  majority  were  now  coming  from  Bolsterstone  and  Ewden. 
Inevitably  it  was  the  child  under  10  years  of  age  who  was 
most  affected,  only  7  of  the  cases  being  over  the  age  of  10 
years.  140  were  between  the  ages  of  5  and  10  and  130  were  in 
the  age  group  0  —  5  years.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type 
and  I  had  no  reports  of  any  unexpected  complications. 

I  must  re-emphasise  what  I  have  said  in  previous  reports, 
that  Measles  is  a  highly  infectious  disease  and  until  something 
in  the  nature  of  a  specific  antigen  is  developed  there  will 
always  be  the  risk  of  an  epidemic.  Few  children,  if  they  have 
not  contracted  the  illness  before  entering  School,  fail  to  do  so 
on  commencing  their  School  life.  Parents  must  take  every 
precaution  when  Measles  is  about  and  they  should  not  allow 
their  children,  when  incubating  the  disease  or,  on  the  other 
hand,  when  they  are  recovering,  to  mix  with  their  young- 
friends  unless  their  family  Doctor  says  it  is  safe  to  do  so. 

Whooping  Gough. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  in  the 
district  during  1961.  This  is  a  very  pleasing  state  of  affairs 
and  one  would  like  to  think  that  this  is  due1  in  no  small  way 
to  the  preventive  measures  that  the  majority  of  parents  now 
take  in  having  their  children  immunised  against  the  disease. 
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Vaccination  against  Whooping  Gough,  along  with  Poliomye¬ 
litis  Vaccination,  appears  to  be  a  ‘must’  with  most  parents. 
No  difficulty  is  ever  experienced  in  persuading  Mothers  to 
have  their  children  immunised  against  the  disease  and  1  think 
this  trend  is  reflected  in  the  decline  in  the  notifications  of 
Whooping  Gough  since  immunisation  was  first  introduced 
ten  years  ago.  The  figures  for  Stocksbridge  for  the  year  1961 
were  quite  satisfactory.  159  children  were  immunised,  which 
is  9  more  than  the  figure  for  1960.  150  of  these  were  under 
the  age  of  5  years  and  the  remaining  9  from  5  years  onwards. 

Vaccine  is  available  at  my  Office  for  issue  to  Medical 
Officers  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  to  General  Practitioners. 
This  can  be  obtained  either  as  a  single  antigen  or  combined 
with  the  Diphtheria  or  Tetanus  antigen.  1  am  informed  that 
the  demand  for  the  triple  Vaccine  greatly  exceeds  that  for  the 
single  antigen  due,  no  doubt,  to  parents  taking  advantage  of 
the  fact  that  their  children  can  get  three-way  protection  with 
three  injections  as  against  the  five  previously  necessary. 


Smallpox. 

This  disease  is  mentioned  in  order  that  1  can  report  on 
the  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year.  48 
children  were  vaccinated,  30  of  them  under  the  age  of  one 
year  and  the  remainder  varying  in  age  between  1  and  15 
years.  There  were  no  re-vaccinations  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

Diphtheria. 

Although  the  district  remained  free  from  Diphtheria 
during  1961,  I  make  no  excuse  for  mentioning  this  disease 
again.  Cases  are  still  being  notified  in  other  parts  of  the 
Country,  and  while  ever  the  disease  is  in  our  midst  we  cannot 
afford  to  relax  our  efforts  in  persuading  the  parents  and 
guardians  of  young  children  to  have  them  protected  against 
this  serious  disease.  I  am  sorry  to  see  that  the  numbers 
presenting  themselves  for  primary  immunisation  are 
decreasing.  During  1961,  174  received  their  first  injections 
compared  with  256  in  1960.  This  is  a  drop  of  82  on  the  previous 
year’s  figure.  Of  this  number  155  were  under  the  age  of  5 
years  and  19  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years.  The  same 
picture  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  children  receiving- 
reinforcing  doses  of  the  antigen.  Here  there  was  a  decrease 
of  58  compared  with  1960,  only  55  children  being  immunised. 
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Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  Stocksbridge 
Urban  District  during  1961.  The  scheme  for  vaccination 
against  Poliomyelitis  continues  and,  as  with  the  figures  for 
Diphtheria,  1  can  only  report  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
persons  presenting  themselves  for  immunisation.  As  I  have 
pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  I  cannot  give  statistics  of  the 
number  of  people  in  Stocksbridge  who  were  immunised 
during  1961.  I  can,  however,  give  the  figures  of  the  number 
of  vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  attributed  to  the  Division 
as  a  whole,  and  these  I  give  below.

Food  Poisoning. 

The  district  was  free  from  Food  Poisoning  during  1961  ; 
at  least  I  did  not  have  any  case  reported  to  me. 
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Dysentery* 

This  is  a  disease  which  is  closely  allied  to  Food  Poisoning, 
and  although  no  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  one  is 
perhaps  led  to  wonder  if  the  isolated  case  of  “tummy  upset”, 
which  the  sufferer  feels  does  not  require  medical  attention, 
is  not  perhaps  infrequently  a  mild  case  of  Dysentery.  I  do 
feel  that  any  person  who  has  a  stomach  up, set,  however  slight, 
should  call  in  their  family  Doctor  and  get  medical  advice. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis,  4 
cases  being  notified  during  1961  compared  with  2  cases  last 
year.  Three  of  the  cases  were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
one  Non-Pulmonary.  All  were  under  the  care  and  supervision 
of  the  Chest  Physician,  either  at  their  own  home  or  in 
Hospital.  I  append  below  a  table  showing  the  age  group 
principally  affected.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  91  cases  remaining  on 
the  Tuberculosis  Register.  Of  those,  62  were  Pulmonary  (35 
male  and  27  female)  and,  29  were  Non-Pulmonary  (13  male 
and  16  female).  During  the  year  2  cases  were  removed  from 
the  Register,  one  having  been  cured,  the  other  having  left  the 
area.  During  the  same  period  there  was  one  admission  and 
one  discharge  from  Sanatorium  or  Hospital. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1955,  or  under  Section  172  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  the  13/14  year  old 
Schoolchild  with  B.C.G.  continued  during  the  year.  Altogether 
there  were  109  children  who  presented  them.selves  for 
Mantoux  Testing  for  the  first  time,  and  of  these  16  proved 
positive  and  93  negative.  Those  93  negative  cases  were  duly 
vaccinated.  At  the  same  time  we  recalled  for  retesting  those 
children  who  had  been  vaccinated  the  previous  year,  to  find 
out  if  they  had  been  sucessfullv  converted  to  Positive 
Mantoux.  Of  those,  51  were  obviously  positive  and,  therefore, 
successfully  converted,  and  20  were  less  definite  but  definite 
enough  not  to  require  re  vaccination. 

Mass  Miniature  Radiography. 

The  Unit  visited  the  district  towards  the  end  of  1961,  and 
was  stationed  at  Messrs.  Samuel  Fox  &  Co.  Ltd.  The  response 
from  the  workpeople  was  particularly  gratifying.  79%  of  the 
employees  attended. 

Whilst  the  Unit  was  stationed  in  Stocksbridge  we  took 
advantage  of  this  to  have  Schoolchildren  from  adjoining 
districts  X-rayed.

National  Assistance  Act. 

There  was  no  occasion  to  use  the  provisions  of  Section  47 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  or  the  Amendment  Act, 
1951,  during  the  period  under  review. 

Health  Education. 

During  the  year  under  review  Health  Education  was 
carried  out  at  the  Mothercraft  Discussion  Groups  held  each 
week  for  expectant  Mothers  both  having  their  babies  at  home 
and  in  Hospital.  Visual  aids  and  Filmstrips  are  used  to  assist 
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these  teachings,  which  cover  a  wide  subject  of  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  care.  In  1961,  as  in  1960,  the  amount  of  visual  aid,s 
and  teaching  material  available  has  increased,  and  displays 
have  been  arranged  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  the  propaganda  in  connection  with 
Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  was  disseminated  throughout  the 
district,  particularly  in  Schools.  It  is  a  subject  that  must  get 
as  much  publicity  as  possible  and  it  is  a  subject  that  the  young 
people  particularly  should  have  constantly  brought  to  their 
notice. 

I  have  mentioned  the  Home  Safety  Committee  and  its 
work,  and  one  must  not  forget  that  this  Committee  is,  in  fact, 
teaching  Health  Education.  It  is  a  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Accident  Prevention  Council,  who  themselves  meet  regularly 
and  discuss  all  problems  of  safety,  road  and  home  and 
industrial,  although  the  latter  subject  is  discussed  by  a 
separate  industrial  group.  Members  of  my  Nursing  Staff  have 
visited  groups  of  interested  people,  and  have  given  short  talks 
on  certain  subjects  of  interest  in  the  health  field,  and  these 
talks  have  been  illustrated  as  a  rule  by  Filmstrip. 

I  would  like  to  see  much  more  being  done  in  the  field  of 
Health  Education,  but  I  find  it  is  difficult  to  get  groups  of 
people  together  who  are  interested  enough  to  listen  to  a  talk 
on  a  health  subject.  Whenever  the  opportunity  arises  we  are 
very  glad  to  visit  and  give  a  talk  or  even  conduct  a  Discussion 
Group  on  the  various  contemporary  health  problems. 

Chiropody  Service. 

The  Chiropody  Service  which  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  established  throughout  its  area  in  1960  continues  to 
provide  a  much  needed  service  in  the  community.  In  my 
report  for  1960  I  outlined  the  procedure  for  obtaining  this 
treatment. 

During  the  year  the  direct  service  at  the  Clinic  provided 
485  treatments  for  107  patients,  and  domiciliary  treatment  was 
provided  for  21  patients,  who  received  80  treatments.  All  of 
these  were  Pensioners.  The  Voluntary  Association’s  service 
provided  360  treatments  for  80  patients  at  a  fixed  Centre,  and 
40  received  treatment  by  this  Voluntary  Organisation  in  their 
own  homes,  the  number  of  treatments  provided  being  187. 
Again,  all  patients  treated  by  the  Voluntary  Organisation  were 
Pensioners. 
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Mental  Health  Service. 

During  1961  steady  evolution  of  the  service  took  place 
and  much  progress  was  made,  but  a  great  deal  has  to  be 
achieved  before  the  service  envisaged  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  the  County  Authorities  is  accomplished. 

There  are  now  two  full-time  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
established  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Mortomley  Hall, 
High  Green,  and  along  with  a  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
they  form  a  Mental  Health  team  working  very  closely  with 
the  General  Practitioners,  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  and 
the  Hospitals.  These  Officers  are  given  every  opportunity  to 
keep  abreast  of  current  trends  through  Refresher  Courses, 
Week-end  Seminars  and  In-Service  Training  Schemes. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  new  Act  admissions  to 
Hospital  are  arranged  in  a  friendly,  informal  manner,  with 
consultations  taking  place  at  the  home  of  the  patient  between 
the  General  Practitioner,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and 
relatives.  Encouragement  and  facilities  for  informal  admission 
are  given  to  the  patient,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  shorten 
the  stay  in  Hospital.  At  the  moment  half  the  patients 
admitted  to  Hospital  are  ready  for  discharge  after  about  three 
months  stay,  and  many  go  home  .sooner.  Approximately  66.7% 
of  those  with  a  severe  degree  of  mental  infirmity  go  home 
within  six  months,  mainly  due  to  advanced  treatment 
techniques  and  new  drugs  developed  over  the  past  few  years. 

Liaison  meetings  are  held  at  the  Mental  Hospital,  dealing 
mainly  with  the  resettlement  of  patients  and  their  after-care. 
In  this  connection  notifications  of  discharged  patients,  with 
brief  case  histories,  are  sent  to  the  Divisional  Health  Office, 
and  follow-up  work  is  carried  out  by  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
working  very  closely  with  other  services  who  are  able  to 
assist  in  the  resettlement  of  patients.  These  contacts  are  a 
valuable  asset  when  dealing  with  Mental  Health  problems. 

During  last  year  the  Hospital  Plan  for  England  and  Wales 
was  published.  This  outlined  the  new  developments  envisaged 
during  the  next  5  to  15  years.  Some  large  Mental  Hospitals 
will  close  down  and  in  their  place  will  be  small  new 
Psychiatric  Hospitals.  It  is  recommended  that  Psychiatric 
Units  be  attached  to  the  larger  General  Hospitals,  and  more 
emphasis  placed  on  community  care  and  after-care.  Also 
included  are  plans  for  the  building  of  Hostefs  and  sheltered 
Workships,  as  occupational  therapy  is  of  great  importance  in 
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the  rehabilitation  of  the  mentally  ill  patient.  Major  projects 
such  as  these  take  time  to  accomplish.  There  are  a  great  many 
problems  to  overcome  but  the  outlook  is  exciting. 

In  the  meantime  I  feel  we  should  concentrate  on  Mental 
Health  education.  The  general  public  should  be  encouraged 
to  learn  the  principles  of  positive  mental  health,  that  there 
is  no  stigma  attached  to  a  mental  breakdown,  that  kindness 
and  tolerance  are  as  necessary  to  the  healing  of  a  sick  mind 
as  Psychiatry  or  Neuro-Surgery.  For  those  unfortunate  enough 
to  suffer  from  mental  disorder  we  must  aim  for  out-patient 
treatment,  with  admission  to  a  Short-stay  Hospital  only  in 
the  event  of  the  patient  not  responding  to  Psychotherapy. 

Over  the  past  twelve  months  we  have  had  some  insight 
into  the  new  Mental  Health  Act  and  we  have  seen  some  of  the 
problems  facing  the  service.  The  future  of  Mental  Health  is 
a  challenge  to  the  Public  Health  Service,  opening  up  exciting 
new  avenues  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine.  I  append 
below  statistics  with  regard  to  the  Mental  Health  situation 
in  your  district.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Hospitals. 

The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for 
the  provision  of  the  Hospital  Services  covering  this  district. 
Infectious  Disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Lodge  Moor  Hospital, 
Sheffield.  General  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Sheffield  group 
of  General  Hospitals  and  occasionally  to  Barnsley  Beckett 
Hospital. 


Laboratory  Services. 

These  services  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  at  City  General  Hospital  and  at  Wakefield.  The 
Medical  Directors  of  each  of  these  centres  have  been  most 
helpful  on  a  number  of  occasions  and  I  am  grateful  to  them 
for  their  advice  and  help. 


Ambulance  Service. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  the  satisfactory  working  of 
the  Ambulance  Service  in  the  district.  Overall  responsibility 
for  the  Service  is  undertaken  from  the  Ambulance  Station 
at  Hoy  land.  It  is  perhaps  worth  mentioning  that  in  the 
Penistone  area  two  vehicles  are  based  at  the  Fire  Station,  and 
during  the  year  telephones  have  been  installed  in  the  drivers’ 
homes,  which  enables  them  to  be  on  call  from  it  p.m.  to  7 
a.m.  This  is,  of  course,  greatly  beneficial  to  residents  in  the 
Stocksbridge  district  who  may  require  the  services  of  an 
Ambulance.  There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  vehicle 
establishment,  but  Committee  approval  has  been  given  for  the 
purchase  of  an  extra  vehicle  and  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  this 
very  soon.  The  Hoyland  Station  is  now  responsible  for 
receiving  all  communications  from  the  Maltby  and  Wath-on- 
Doarne  Depots  during  the  evenings. 

The  new  Teaching  Hospital  at  Sheffield  has  greatly 
increased  the  carrying  load  and  it  was  thought  that  this  would 
be  offset  by  a  decrease  in  journeys  to  the  old  established 
Hospitals.  This,  however,  has  not  materialised,  and  although 
a  steady  increase  in  the  load  has  been  maintained,  this  has 
not  yet  reached  saturation  point. 
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CLINICS. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  Clinic  held  every  Monday  afternoon 
in  a  room  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  was  closed,  and  the 
patients  transferred  to  the  parent  Clinic  at  Barnsley.  The 
Chest  Physician  and  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  are  present, 
and  full  investigation  of  cases  and  contacts  is  carried  out. 

The  Health  Visitor  acts  as  liaison  officer  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  also  carries  out  the  domiciliary  visiting. 

Child  Welfare.

So  far  as  Home  Nurses  are  concerned,  the  establishment 
in  the  area  has  been  up  to  strength,  although  Mrs.  Wragg 
resigned  and  left  the  service  during  the  year  and  Mrs. 
Chambers  took  over  the  Deepcar  area. 

The  Home  Nurses  during  the  year  1961  visited  192  cases 
and  made  a  total  of  3,966  visits.  Both  members  of  the  staff 
were  mobile. 

During  this  year  the  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  staffs 
have  started  to  use  Sterile  Disposable  Syringes  on  the  district. 
This,  of  course,  means  one  Syringe  per  patient,  and  has 
removed  the  necessity  for  boiling  Syringes  and  needles  in  the 
homes.

The  staff  to  the  Stocksbridge  area  has  remained  unchanged 
during  the  year.  Whilst  Mi,ss  Crossley  was  off  duty  owing  to 
sickness  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Pears, 
of  7,  Shay  Road,  Stocksbridge,  was  appointed  as  a  temporary 
Midwife  for  a  few  months  until  Miss  Crossley  returned  to 
duty.

Domestic  Help  Service. 

During  1961  a  total  of  11,462  Domestic  Help  hours  were 
provided  in  the  Stocksbridge  Urban  District.  In  all,  19 
Domestic  Helps  were  employed,  attending  84  cases.  Out  of  the 
total,  56  were  continued  from  1960,  the  remainder  being  new 
cases.  The  types  of  cases  where  domestic  help  was  made

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The  number  of  Mothers  having  Domestic  Help  Service 
at  their  confinement  has  again  increased  this  year.  This  is  a 
service  to  assist  Mothers  who  wish  to  stay  at  home  to  have 
their  babies  and  those  who  are  unable  to  have  them  in 
Hospital.  The  service  is  also  available  to  expectant  mothers 
during  the  ante-natal  period,  when  it  is  necessary  for 
domestic  help  on  medical  grounds. 

The  largest  number  of  cases  receiving  the  services  of  the 
Domestic  Help  are  the  general  cases  over  the  age  of  65  years. 
This  service  obviously  helps  the  old  people  to  remain  longer 
in  their  own  homes.  However,  once  again  1  must  emphasise 
that  the  service  is  not  a  substitute  for  the  care  and  attention 
given  by  the  old  person’s  family.

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Privy  Conversions. 

1  privy  conversion  notice  concerning  1  privy  was  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

1  privy  was  voluntarily  converted  by  the  owner  concerned 
who  received  the  contribution  made  by  the  Council  under  the 
circumstances. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  from  3,573  Dustbins,  54 
Privies  and  6  Dry  Ashpits. 

The  collecting  staff,  after  a  number  of  meetings  with  the 
Union  representative,  agreed  to  accept  a  weekly  task  scheme 
of  collection  which,  after  a  trial  period,  was  preferred  to  a 
bonus  system.  The  weekly  task  is  based  on  the  clearing  of  80 
bins  per  operative  day,  for  a  working  week  of  five  days,  and 
irrespective  of  the  time  taken,  a  week’s  wage  is  paid  for  the 
completion  of  the  task  which  time  is  usually  within  four 
days.  This  has  resulted  in  a  weekly  collection  being  main¬ 
tained  even  with  adverse  conditions. 

A  new  Karrier  Diesel  side  loading  refuse  collecting  vehicle 
was  purchased  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  tip  at  Townend  has  been  in  use,  where  the  only 
problem  has  been  spread  of  some  waste  paper  on  to  adjoining 
land  during  periods  of  gale  force  winds.  We  are  arranging  to 
surround  the  tipping  area  with  netting.
